Early Rush To Purchase 
New Issue Reported 
In City 


Edmonton citizens responded 
eagerly when the books for the 
$200,000,000 Dominion of Canada 
First War Loan were opened Mon- 
day morning. 

Although most bankers and brok- 
ers were reticent to state the 
amounts of subscriptions, all stated | 
that the response was satisfactory. 
HUGE SUM | 

It was estimated that possibly 
$300,000 was subscribed up to noon, 
One dealer said the amount placed 
by his office was “approximately 
$50,000." 

The loan will be offered for two| 
weeks at the outside but it is ex- 
pected to be subscribed before that) 
time elapses. 

The City of Edmonton sinking 
fund board and civic pension fund 
board were not considering sub- 
scribing to the loan at present, it} 
was learned from City Treasurer 
Frank Barnhouse. The treasurer 
stated that these funds had no loose}

Lend or Lose 

A Canadian who lends his Government 
money with which to defend his political 
liberties and civil rights, for 314 per cent 
interest per year, does not thereby render 
any outstanding gratuitous service or | 
make any Sacrifice entitling him to high | 
praise. Anyone who would not do as 
much, if he has the means, does not de- 
serye protection. 

It is one of the reminders that we live 
under a democratic system, and one of 
the advantages of living under such a 
system, that the citizen is asked to lend | 
the fruits of his labor at hire; and not just | 


told to hand over and like it. Under a 
totalitarian system a government doesn't 
have to borrow; it can take what it wants, 
by whatever method it ‘may please, and 
the victim of confiscation can do nothing 
about it. 

Canadians and other Allied peoples— 
and neutral peoples as well, if they realized 
it—are faced by the choice of using their 
money for defence or having it taken from 
them. If the Allies win the war, we shall 
continue to live under a system which 
recognizes the right of the earner to keep 
what he earns. If they lose the war, we 
shall—even we in Canada—soon or later 
have to hand over the contents of our 
pockets and bank accounts 
collectors. 

That surely is inducement enough for 
any Canadian of sound mind who can 
spare the money to buy a bond or more 
than one. If that is a patriotic action it is 
also an act of self-defence.

Recognizing the Fact 

More than a hundred members of the 
French Chamber of Deputies have signed | 
@ “round robin” asking the Government to | 
denounce the Franco-Soviet military pact 
and break off relations with Moscow. It | 
is, they hold, inconsistent for France to 
be an ally of Russia while it is helping the 
Finns to defend themselves against a 
brutal attack by the Red forces. | 

Coupled with the departure of Bri- 
tain’s ambassador from Moscow on an 
indefinite “holiday,” this action at Paris | 
is evidence that the Allied Governments 
are growingly aware of the duplicity of 
maintaining normal diplomatic relations 
with Russia—and in the case of France an 
actual alliance—and at the same time 
fighting Russia indirectly, in defence of 
the same principles for which they 
fighting Germany openly. | 

Without wish or designing on the part 
of the Allies, the war against the Finns 
is merging into the war against the other 
democracies. Hitler cannot afford to let 
Russia be beaten for want of help from 
him, If he did so, Stalin would shut off 
the promised supplies. Neither can the 
Fuehrer afford to let the Finnish war drag 
on indefinitely, for he needs the supplies 
Russia is sending to that front. Each 
needs help from the other and the two 
aggressors are being driven toward joint 
action, 

The Allies cannot wish to promote this 
partnership, But neither can they pre- | 
vent it, And they gain nothing by pretend- 
ing friendship for Stalin while he is doing 
the thing for which they are fighting 
Hitler.

bettering the conditions of agriculture by 
methods which do not incite party 
antagonism. 

That these conditions are in need of 
improvement is almost as well known to 
town dwellers as to the people on the land, 
and that their improvement will react to 
the general welfare is thoroughly under- 
stood. y 

Fortunately there are indications that 
world factors, long hostile to the western 
farmer, are now turning in his favor. 
There is in prospect _a stronger demand 
abroad for wheat, a definite certainty of a 
heavy demand for bacon and hams under 
the new agreement made with Great Bri- 
tain, sheep-growers are already benefit- 
ting from the sharpened demand for wool, 
and the cattle-growers are profiting from 
a steady export trade to the United States. 

The farmer is being reminded just now 
that he is the mainstay of the Allies on 
the economic front. Unless he produces 
an ample supply of food and materials for 
clothing, the war cannot be carried on 
successfully. His record is assurance that 
the Alberta farmer will measure up fully 
to his responsibilities in the matter. But in 
so doing he is entitled to expect to get a 
fair return for his labor and investment. 
The delegates at the convention this week 
will be concerning themselves with that 
aspect of the situation. May their delib- 
erations be constructive and their efforts 
successful.

Czech Unrest 

How much it may cost Germany to keep Aus- 
trians, Czechs and Poles repressed during the 
war it is difficult to estimate. Czechs and Poles 
are disarmed, but they are desperate. An up- 
rising in such circumstances is a tragic and 
pitiful thing.

Mr. Goebbels’ Stunt 


On his return to Seattle from Europe—with a 
large packet of samples of propaganda now be- 
ing used by 20 countries—Mr. Vernon McKenzie, 
director of the Schoo! of Journalism at the Uni- 
versity of Washington, told interviewers that 
while he was not in any position to Say quite 
definitely that German propaganda had failed, 
he was likewise unable to concede that printed 
matter and spoken word had as yet attained the 
persuasiveness of a bayonet. “The former editor 
of Mclean’s Magazine, however, feels that Ger- 
man propaganda “has combined the deep under- 
Standing of an adolescent with the finesse of a 
professional wrestler,” and that it is “something 
like a man playing a harp while wearing a pair 
of mittens ... the harpist is interesting to watch 
and his technique is formidable but what comes 
out is neither pleasant nor very convincing.”—

Neutral, But Not Indifferent 

President Roosevelt, in his address on the 
“state of the Union,” delivered on the occasion 
of the opening of the third session of the seventy- 
sixth Congress, proved that he is one of the most 
effective speakers who was ever in the White 
House. It was a great speech, outstanding as a 
vindication of the democratic form of govern- 
ment, as a fervent entreaty for international] un- 
derstanding and order and as an eloquent plea 
for national unity. While Mr. Roosevelt made 
it plain that he and the people of the United 
States greatly hope, and really intend, to avoid 
active participation in the war; while he sub- 
scribed to the concept which was carried in 
Washington's historic warning to the American 
people against foreign entanglements, his utter- 
ances in relation to the international situation 
reflected no weak pacifism, but rather the mind 
of a realist determined that the American people 
shall confront realities, 

He made it obvious that, while they need not 
become involved in the war, they could not 
occupy a position of isolation, splendid as such a 
position—it seems at this distance—is considered 
to be by certain individuals. The policy of the 
United States, as Mr. Roosevelt described it, has 
been and should continue to be one of good 
neighborliness. It was not a vague idealism that 
the President of the United States advocated be- 
fore Congress yesterday, but a definite purpose 
to be sustained in readiness to co-operate when 
the time comes, toward a proper international 
understanding, so that the United. States may be

As a matter of experimentation, 
the pafient may test this theory 
for himself by eating freely of foods 
made from refined flour and re-

TREATMENT OF 
SEED REQUIRED 
FOR BIG YIELD 


Proper Steps Will Give 
Better Quality, Crop 
Expert Says 


Seed growers will be able to 
produce high quality products 
with a maximum yield if ceed 
treatment is properly practiced, 
Dr, A, W. Henry, of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta field crops depart- 
ment, declared Monday, 

“Seed treatment if properly prac- | 
fised should materially assist the 
seed. grower to produce a uniform 
high quality product and a maxi- 
murn yield,” he said. 

“The seed grower cannot afford 
to be indifferent about seed treat- 
ment. On account of the value of | 
jis stocks and to guard his reputa- 
tion he must use the best methods 
of seed treatment known. 

“Evidence has been accumulat- 
ing which indicates that the new | 
organic mercury dust treatments | 
are better for general use on grain 
crops than the old liquid treatments 
like formaldehyde and copper sul- 
phate. 


BIG ADVANTAGE 

“An important advantage is that 
when properly used they are con- 
siderably wafer than the latter 
treatments. One may expect not 
only an increased germination over 
formaldehyde-treated seed, but 
also a more vigorous and better 
yielding crop. It has been found 
that formaldehyde injures seed, 
and tends to make the plants from 
treated seed more susceptible to 
certain forms of disease and insect 
damage. 

“Organic mercury dusts control 
the same diseases as formaldehyde | 
and some that formaldehyde does | 
not control. They may be used to 
advantage on the same seeds as 
formaldehyde and on some in addi- 
tion, such as flax, peas and beets. 

“They give greater protection to 
the seed than formaldehyde, and 
are much preferable if the seed 
happens to be damaged from frost 
or shrivelled from other causes, 


REDUCE COSTS 
“Suitability for application ahead 
of seeding time is another advan- 
tage claimed for the organic mer- 
cury dusts, and one which may re- 
duce labor costs considerably, 
“Considering the ablove advan- 


tages claimed for the organic mer- 
cury dusts over formaldehyde and 
the lack of other substitutes, the 
aeed grower has good reason to 
adopt them, If his problems in- 
clude loose smuts of wheat and 
barley, however, he must still rely 
on the hot water treatment for 


their control.
